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Jury probing alleged 


Exxon-Catterlin tryst

The County Grand Jury, which has been reportedly 
extending its investigation into the Zaca Lake Resort case 
and matters stemming from it. went into another special 
session this morning 
The session got under way in the county supervisors 
conference 
room in the County Administration Building 
with extreme secrecy again prevailing 
The unusual Friday session of the Grand Jury was 
reported focusing for the second time this week on a 
statement by accused aide Raul Navarro that has resulted 
in the calling in of the Attorney General's office into the 
case 
Navarro, according to key sources, pointed the finger at 
his former boss. Supervisor Charles F Catterlin, and 
Sheriff John W Carpenter in connection with a Louisiana 
prisons study trip the pair took last October in which 
contact was intimated with Exxon Company, U S A 
representatives 
There had been the intimation Catterlin or both men 
might have been entertained by the oil company, which is 
seeking county approval of a multi million dollar onshore 
processing facility in the Refugio area 
Catterlin is 
chairman of the Board of Supervisors and holds what some 
feel is the decisive swing votes 
At issue, it was reported, is whether the oil company paid 
expenses for one or more of the pair during their visit to 
New Orleans and Baton Rouge, which could also have been 
charged to the county. 
The County Auditors Office said Catterlin drew $135 in 
advance expenses and later filed claims for several dollars 
more 
when 
he 
returned 
The 
Sheriff s office 
had 
approximately the same expense account for the trip 
Recently, however, Catterlin has given the county three 


checks totalling more than $50 as reimbursements for travel 
expenses and meals originally claimed on his expense 
account These were described by the auditors office as 
being “ errors in claims now being corrected " 
Catterlin took the trip last Oct 3 through Oct 6 as 
chairman of the County Prison Study Committee with the 
sheriff to look at a rehabilitation facility in Louisiana in 
relation to plans for a model institution to be built in the 
Santa Maria area 
Navarro, 
according 
to 
accounts, 
provided 
recent 
information 
that 
Exxon officials somehow 
acquired 
itinerary plans of the two men and that a misuse of public 
funds might have occurred 
Exxon officials in Houston and Los Angeles say they know 
nothing of any of their people picking up the tab for any bills 
of the pair 
( arpenter has acknowledged that the renewed Grand Jury 
probe concerns allegations that Exxon might have paid for 
certain expenses on the trip. The auditor's office said 
Carpenter’s expense forms appeared to be in order. 
The Attorney General s Office once again had an observer 
sitting in with the Grand Jury at today’s session It has not 
been learned as 
yet, however, whether the Attorney 
General's Office will formally enter the case in one or more 
phases of the probe, 
Thus far, the Grand Jury has returned a two-count bribery 
indictment against Navarro, 36, suspended administrative 
aide to Board of Supervisors chairman Catterlin His trial is 
due to get under way Oct. 10 in Superior Court 
But since the Navarro indictment a month ago, the jury 
members have continued their probe revolving around the 
alleged payoff to Navarro in the Zaca Lake case. 
Catterlin, the other supervisors and their aides have all 
appeared before the Grand Jury, along with Zaca Lake 
Resort officials and law enforcement officers.

Ford won't include 
higher gas tax in 
economic

Agriculture Department staff economist 
was saying 
that supermarkets are 
artificially keeping meat prices high to 
increase their profits. 
Dawson Ahalt. director of the USDA’s 
economists, 
appeared 
before 
a 
congressional committee Thursday to 
answer the question of why meat prices 
are staying up while farmers are 
complaining that they lose money for 
every animal thev sell for slaughter. 


Prices 
for 
retailing 
meat 
have 
increased sharply during the first half of 
1974, he said, suggesting that what is 
behind it is changes in the price spread 
between a farmer’s return for his 
animals and what the consumer pays for 
meat. 


The economist said price spreads for 
beef have increased by about 50 per cent 
between 1963 and 1973, while those for 
pork have increased by about one-third. 
Based 
on 
this 
circum stantial 
evidence,’ Ahalt said, “ it appears that 
the recent increase in meat price 
spreads was caused partially by food 
retailers changing their pricing policies 
to 
increase 
profits 
in 
their 
meat 
departments." 


Although inflation has figured in the 
increasing price spreads, Ahalt said 
there is also an indication that retail 
food chains have taken advantage of a 
“ distorted” economic situation —when 
very large supplies of meat were 
available 
at 
the 
same 
time 
real 
consumer incomes were declining 
“ The fact that the spreads are wider 
would suggest they (retail food storesi 


were able to take advantage of this kind 
of market relationship,” he said. 


The 
farm-to-retail 
spreads 
began 
widening sharply last September but had 
dropped off somewhat in July and 
August. 


Ahalt said higher profits for meat may 
have been used to offset lower profits in 
other product lines. Also, he said, profits 
for the entire retail grocery outlet may 
have risen less steeply than in the meat 
department. 


Ahalt said meat price margins have 
widened since 1968, and inflation was 
responsible for much of the increase 
But, he said, “ inflation of prices of 
inputs used by marketing firms cannot 
alone 
explain 
the 
surge 
in 
meat 
margins." 


Ahalt said overall, profits in meat 
packing and food retailing have not been 
excessive when compared 
with all 
manufacturing industries.

The U.S. House of Representatives 
has restored some $680,000 in federal 
impact school aid money previously cut 
from legislation affecting educational 
funding.

approved by a 253 to 145 vote according 
to Rep Robert J Lagomarsino i R-Ojai i 
who voted for the amendment 


Impact aid is designed to offset the 
effect of large military installations on 
local school districts Lompoc Unified 
School District has a budget of $15 411 
million that includes $2 295 in federal 
I’ L 874 money or impact aid monies 
The impact aid consists of money for 
military personnel who live on the base, 
the A s, and those who live off the base, 
the B's. It was the latter fund that was 
previously 
cut 
from 
the education 
funding legislation 


Lompoc’s budget had been built on the 
assumption that the aid money for the 
B ’s would be at the same level as in 1973. 
If that had not eventually proved to be 
the case, the local district’s reserves 
would have been cut by more than half 


Historically political effort has been 
made for years to cut the B aid money 
from 874 monies That reduction will 
become a fact in the future.

Labor Department said 
widespread 
unemployment caused by curtailments 
in production played a crucial part in the 
September statistics.

unemployment 
problem developed in the construction 
industry, where housing starts have 
declined 50 per cent over the last year. 
An estimated 12.4 per cent of all 
construction w orkers were without jobs

Unemployment 
rose 
significantly 
—from 2 6 per cent in August to 2 8 per 
cent in September —among married 
men and the figure for full-time workers 
also climbed from 4.8 per cent to 5.3 per 
cent.

I am a scientist,” the good Dr Armin J. 
Bickel said last week in his modest 
home at 530 M ilky Way in Vandenberg 
Village 


Since his birth 68 years ago in 
Germany, he has found the answers to 
numerous scientific problems under the 
mysterious sands of life. Why he seeks 
the answers is very noble, only there are 
people around who would, and have, 
exploited his work, for selfish gain 


Dr Bickel, a man who was made to 
help develop 
the 
V-2 rocket 
that 
devastated London during World War II, 
cannot afford the luxury of being just a 
scientist. He must also act as a guard 
for you and me 


His latest scientific solution is a 
perfect example 
It is called “ The 
Super-sensitive Subterranean Anomaly 
Isotope Detector” and should serve to 
revolutionize 
the 
mining 
and 
oil 
industries, among other things Patent 
pending 
Around 1969, about the time Dr Bickel 
retired from Federal Electric Corp , he 
got into an important conversation with 
Stephen 
Riess, 
an old 
friend and 
renowned geologist who lives in Ojai, 
and Jim Scott, a mining engineer, also 
from Ojai 
Riess, complained to Dr 
Bickel, “ We have sophistication enough 
to explore outer-space. We know more 
of Mars and Jupiter than we know of our 
own planet." 
He told Dr Bickel, who has worked on 
space capsules for NASA, the mining 
industry is 50 years behind in research 
and what was needed was to apply outer 
space 
exploration 
knowledge 
to 
exploring the inner-space of Earth 
About a year later, Dr Bickel built the 
experimental model of his “ sensing 
device,” which is what he commonly 
calls the isotope detector Three and a 
half years 
after that, 
he finished 
making, by hand, two modified models 
of the sensing device 
the Algor and 
the Algor Explorer

Some advisers to Ford have suggested 
the inflation fighting means that the 
President has rejected former Defense 
Secretary Melvin R Laird’s proposed 
gasoline rationing Thursday and federal 
energy chief John C. Sawhill previously 
suggested 20 cents a gallon be added to 
the retail price of gasoline 


Laird, an unofficial but influential 
voice in the Oval Office, noted during a 
conference on world oil problems that 
the nation s gasoline consumption is 
increasing again since the scare of last 
winter s Arab boycott Some $100 billion 
a year now going to oil producing nations 
soon will reach $600 billion, he said 


Sooner or later,” Laird said, “ a 
rationing system is going to be needed 
as far as the United States is concerned 
because there is no awareness as far as 
the public is concerned to this energy 
problem we face.” 
He said it should be “ a very tough, 
firm, hard rationing system '* 
Laird agreed with a Ford's chief 
spokesman 
that 
Sawhill’s 
proposal 
should not be adopted 


“ It is fair to say that the President 
does not favor tins kind of tax on 
gasoline. White House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen told reporters 
Another Ford intimate, with an eye to 
the political winds, had a more candid 
assessment: “ You couldn't sell any kind 
of gasoline tax right now. We’ve got an 
election 
coming 
up 
in 
November, 
remember?” 


“ But you can look for some kind of tax 
increase 
along 
with 
some 
other 
provisions like maybe the authority for 
rationing later on, maybe in January,” 
the source added 
Nessen said he found nothing mutinous 
in Sawhill’s idea, even though the 
concept is opposed by tbe commander in 
chief. 
D iffe r in g opinions at the highest level 
of government are typical of the “ open 
administration” promised by Ford, the 
press aide said 
But the varying views among Ford 
insiders show the difficulty involved in 
pulling 
together 
an 
anti-inflation 
program that is economically effective 
and politically palatable. 
So far, more than 100 ideas are under 
consideration, 
ranging 
from 
broad- 
based financial aid for the poor to tax 
deductions for home owners who install 
energy saving storm windows. 
Ford 
has 
made 
some 
“ tentative 
choices,” Nessen said, and he will spend 
“ virtually the entire weekend” pulling 
the package together. 


Both

Oil companies now drill nine dry 
wells for every wet one With the Algor 
Explorer, the time and thousands of 
dollars wasted on dry wells would be 
saved Gold miners can locate veins 
they, would otherwise pass over by a few 
feet 
In Nevada, Dr Bickel and Riess and 
the Algor Explorer have found water 
where government geologists claimed 
water didn’t exist

morning when the city cable tv 
committee convenes to discuss 
a consultants' report that says 
the 
rate 
increase 
appears 
justified. 
Teleprompter of Lompoc last 
March 
requested 
the 
City 
Council for a go ahead to 
increase monthly 
residential 
cable rates from $4 50 to $6 95 
The increase would also be 
e f fe c tiv e 
fo r 
h o te ls , 
commercial 
businesses 
and 
apartments. 
The 
package 
also 
would 
in clu d e 
a 
re v isio n 
of 
T eleprom pter’s 
discount 
policy. Presently, subscribers 
who pay by the 10th of the 
month pay 10 per cent less. The 
new rate structure would allow 
the 10 per cent reduction only 
when rates are paid six months 
in advance.

The consultants’ report was 
compiled for the city by the 
Cable Television Information 


Center, 
a 
Washington-based 
organization 
independently 
funded by the Urban Institute 
Summary conclusions of the 
report were these: 
— That the operating costs 
listed by Teleprompter for the 
5.200 subscriber local system 
are 
reasonable 
and 
the 
franchise’s operating expenses 
below those of similar systems. 
— That the requested rate 
increase is reasonable provided 
that 
Teleprompter 
proceed 
with 
a 
scheduled 
capital 
improvement program mapped 
out for the next several years. 
The report suggested that the 
city consider a step-by-step 
increase to make the rate 
in c r e a s e 
m atch 
Teleprompter’s fulfillment of 
these 
scheduled 
system 
improvements. 
— 
That the city 
should 
monitor the system’s local 
firancial picture on a yearly 
basis. 
Teleprompter’s success in 
winning back its franchise for 
Vandenberg Air Force Base 
could have an impact on the 
success of the Lompoc rate 
hike proposal The report noted 
that the firm’s profits from the 
Vandenberg 
system 
have 
amounted to $100,000 
over a 
recent reporting period, as 
compared with only $26,000 in 


operating expenses 
If 
Teleprompter 
wins 
a 
franchise renewal on base, the 
report said, the city would be 
justified in requesting a rate 
reduction because of the high 
base profits 
But the New York based 
cable 
firm's 
chances 
of 
regaining 
the 
Vandenberg 
system are up in the air. Base 
officials recently shifted the 
base cable tv franchise to 
another, lower bidding, firm. 
Teleprompter 
has 
appealed 
this award and the protest has 
been 
r e f e r r e d 
fo r 
a 
determination to higher Air 
Force management levels. All 
a base spokesman would say of 
the Teleprompter protest in a 
recent 
interview 
was 
that 
“they are now in the process of 
being processed." 
Teleprompter has also filed 
for comparable rate increases 
in 
M ission 
H ills 
and 
Vandenberg Village, which are 
under county jurisdiction, and 
in Santa Maria. 
To 
become 
effective 
in 
Lompoc, the rate increase for 
the Lompoc franchise would 
have to be finally approved by 
the Lompoc City Council.

likely to affect Record 


The bell was sounded this 
week for another round of price 
hikes 
for 
the 
paper 
that 
newspapers are printed on, 
called newsprint The Lompoc 
Record appears likely to be 
affected. 
MacMillan Bloedel Co., the 
firm that supplies newsprint to 
the Record, was not one of the 
North 
American 
companies 
announcing a per ton increase 
in newsprint costs from $ 235 to 
$260 
But 
this 
firm 
has 
traditionally 
followed 
the 
pricing policies of others in the 
field. 
A year and a half ago, the 
Record paid $168 per ton for 
newsprint. 
The local paper 
distributes 360 tons of it every 
year. Should its supplier effect 
this 
m ost 
recent 
price 
increase, the Record will have 
seen its newsprint costs soar by 
$100 per ton over the, last year 
and a half. This amounts to a 
$36,000 overall yearly increase 
in the cost of doing business for 
the local firm over this period.

He talks with emphasis in 
his strong voice, waves his 
hands — and rests his glasses 
above his forehead as he looks 
in your eyes with his small blue 


eyes, the darkest areas in his 
blond face. 
He talks proudly, often with 
contagious delight, about the 
scientific 
problems 
he has 
more recently solved while 
reminding the listener that he

“scientist," 
not

inventor. 
He clarifies, “An inventor 
has an idea, makes something, 
and sells it A scientist solves a 
problem " 
R esu lts 
of

problems Dr Bickel has solved

pollution and increases gas 
mileage by 30 per cent on a 
combustion engine and a device 
that detects radiation leakage 
He has three patents in the U.S.

Senate bid to 
tell full story 
of Watergate 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — The Senate has passed a 
resolution urging President Ford to make public the full 
story uncovered by the Watergate investigation 
The resolution, which puts the chamber on record but does 
not have the power of law, was passed by voice vote 
Thursday. 
The Senate is continuing debate today on related legisla 
tion that would give custody of all of former President 
Nixon s Watergate tapes and other White House papers to 
the government 
A third measure awaiting action is a resolution to require 
not just urge -F ord to make public all the facts of the 
Watergate 
scandals, 
the 
results 
of 
all 
Watergate 
investigations and the contents of Nixon’s Watergate tapes 
and documents 
Nixon and Ford worked out an agreement early last 
month under which the Watergate materials would be under 
the joint possession of the former President and the 
government for five years Then Nixon would get sole 
custody. 
All the documents would be destroyed if Nixon died before 
the end of the five-year period 
Sen Roman L Hruska, R-Neb , opposes any move to turn 
over Nixon’s papers to the government and wants to send 
the measure to the Judiciary Committee for hearings. 
“This hill raises serious and fundamental constitutional 
issues,’ Hruska said "F o r if the President’s papers can be 
seized and disclosed to all the world, then surely the private 
papers of a senator or congressman or perhaps a 
corporation president, union leader or other well known 
person could be seized and disclosed to all potential litigants 
and to the curious " 
An amendment offered by Sen Robert Griffin, R-Mich., 
to make the measure apply to all members of Congress and 
future presidents was defeated 47-32. 
Sen Gaylord Nelson, D-Wis., one of the bill’s chief 
sponsors, said it will "guarantee that, at some point in the 
near future, the American people will learn the full story 
behind the Watergate scandals.” 


Demos assail Harmer choice 


LOS A N G ELES (U P I) - The 
appointment of Sen John L 
Harmer as the new lieutenant 
governor of California today 
was assailed by Democrats as 
a Watergate style attempt to 
"fix" the Nov 5 election for the 
office. 
Gov. 
Ronald Reagan and 
Harmer, the GOP nominee for 
lieutenant governor, rejected 
the charges and insisted it 
would 
have 
been 
"hypocritical” of the governor 
to appoint anyone else. 
Harmer, 40, planned to take 
the oath of office as the 
successor to former Lt Gov, 
Ed Reinecke at a mid-morning 
inauguration ceremony in Los 
Angeles 
Reagan announced the ap­ 
pointment of Harmer, one of 
the 
most 
conservative 
members of the legislature, at 
a 
San 
Francisco 
news 
conference on Thursday, one 
day 
after 
Reinecke 
was 
sentenced 
to 
an 
18-month 
suspended term on one count of 
perjury in connection with the 
ITT affair. Reinecke’s term 
has three months to run. 
Sen Mervyn Dymally of Los 
Angeles, the Democratic no­ 
minee for lieutenant governor, 
blistered the appointment of 
his opponent as an attempt “to 
fix an election by appointment” 
and 
a 
“brazenly 
partisan 
move.” 
“Those who have had them­ 
selves appointed

State workers in move for 
$83.4 million In back pay 
from 'retroactive raises' 


SACRAM EN TO

State employes have gained 
"major victory” in federal 
court in their efforts to obtain a 
one-time 
payment 
of 
$83.4 
million 
in 
retroactive 
pay 
raises. 
U.S. District Court Judge 
Thomas MacBride Thursday 
refused to allow federal attor­ 
neys to file a request for an 
injunction to block payment of 
raises averaging 4.2 per cent 
for 80,000 employes. 
Loren McMaster, an attorney 
for the 111,000-member Cali­ 
fornia 
State 
E m p lo y e s’ 
Association, said MacBride’s 
action was a "major victory" 
for state employes because it 
virtually clears the way for 
payment of the raises under a 
bill approved this year by the 


legislature. 
The federal Cost of Living 
Council last year denied the 
increase. But the legislature 
this year enacted a measure by 
Assemblyman 
Edwin 
L. 
Z’berg, D-Sacramento, which 
would -give state employes a 
one-time payment equal to 
what they would have received 
for work performed from July 
1, 1973 to last April 30 if the 
council had not acted. 
Assistant 
U.S. 
Attorney 
Brewster Morgan and John 
Broadley, a U.S. Justice De­ 
partment attorney, argued in 
court Thursday that the Z’berg 
legislation 
unlawfully 
by­ 
passed the council’s reduction 
of the pav raises. 
In July 1973, the council 
reduced pay raises averaging 


per 
11.2 per cent to about 7 
cent, saying the full increases 
would violate its anti-inflation 
guidelines. The reduction was 
lifted 
April 
30 
but 
state 
employes were not granted the 
full raises retroactive to the 
original starting date of July 1. 
The Z’berg bill, which pro­ 
vides for the lump-sum pay­ 
ment to state employes who 
were on the payroll during 
September, does not provide 
money for workers who have 
retired or otherwise left state 
service. 


Democratic 
gubernatorial 
candidate Edmund Brown Jr 
deplored

Harmer, who scaled down the 
budget of his campaign from 
$700,000 to $350,000 because of

By Betty Laurent 
Re-cycling may be the new name for 
saving and sharing those things .which 
have served their original purpose To 
older persons however, it is simply a 
way of live Things no longer needed are 
passed on rather than discarded. 
In my own experience as a child I 
actually looked forward to the time my 
older sister outgrew dresses and they 
would become mine. When I outgrew 
them, another little girl finished them 
out. In other years, a wealthy aunt sent 
boxes and m aterials from her beautiful 
gowns 
which 
were 
used 
to 
make 
especially fine ones for us. There was 
certainly 
no feeling 
of 
humiliation 
attached — we had new clothes too. But 
we loved to share. 


As for other “ re-cycling,” we were 
taught to use our imaginations in using 
things in various ways. We were not a 
wasteful family, and we enjoyed finding 
unusual ways of using anything we cam e 
across. 


Almost anything could be used as a 
toy, 
empty 
boxes, 
spools, 
wooden 
blocks, sticks, stones, acorns, beads and 
even flowers. Of these we had a wealth. 
A special variety of sedum furnished 
ovalate leaves which could become 
purses when manipulated between the 
roof of one’s mouth and one's tongue. 


Hollyhock flowers became dolls hats; 
rhubarb leaves were parasols against 
the 
hot 
sum m er 
sun. 
Platycodon, 
commonly named balloon flower was 
just that in bud and were fun to pop 
Snapdragon blossoms could be hinged 
open as tem porary homes for lightning 
bugs. Acorns could be cut in two and 
used for pretend pipes (how daring!) 
when a hole was poked in the side for a 
matchstick stem . 
Imagination carried us further when 
we crept downstairs for "gam bling'’ 
around the kitchen table, "sm oking” our 
pipes and using tiny stones for payment 
chips. 
i 
A profitable re-cycling was the happy 
thought of my older brother for a time. 
Somewhere he conceived the idea of 
selling yesterday’s Chicago Tribune to 
the kindly Catholic priest down at the 
corner and across the street. He was 
truly innocent of any wrong — Father 
Cumerford was always happy to give 
him the pennies. But the bubble burst 
when mother 
and 
father wondered 
where the paper had gone and why 
Charles seemed to be accumulating 
pennies. This is one re-cycling I’d not 
advise. 
But use your imagination — don’t be 
too quick to dispose of things. Or if you 
must, give them to children for their 
creative play.

West’s retirement came in the midst 
of Laker preparations for the 1974-75 


campaign. 
West 
admitted

"I could play another year." he said, 
"but not the way I want to play I have 
seen other players continue playing long 
after they should I don't want to do 
that " 
West, a 13-time All Pro and one of only 
three players to score over 25,000 points 
in his career, was hobbled by a nagging 
abdominal injury last season and missed 
over half of the season 
West considered retiring at the end of 
last season, but decided to give it one 
more try this spring His coach, Bill 
Sharman, urged West to keep playing 
and respectfully disagreed with the 
decision to retire. 
"Jerry has told me he thought he 
couldn't perform up to his standards," 


Sharman said "Hut there is no question 
in my mind that he would still be the

West leaves the NBA as the all-time 
leading scorer in post-season playoff 
action 
“ Nothing could ever replace the year 
we won the championship," West said 
"Everything went right for the team and 
for me that year." 
West, the only Laker who has been 
with the team since it moved here from 
Minneapolis in 1960, intends to stay 
employed for team owner Jack Kent 
Cooke's California Sports Inc , although 
he's still unsure what he'll be doing. 
"I have seen basketball grow from 
nothing in this town and I intend to stay 
here," he said " I don’t know what I ’ll 
do in the future, but I ’m not worried " 
"I've been living the life of a boy all 
my life I think the hardest thing will be 
to leave that and start being an adult."

Operation Bounceback is in full swing at Cabrillo.. 
you can overlook something like a minor flu epidemic 
The Conqs hit rock bottom last week in their 21 
loss to Dos Pueblos. 
This week the Conq coaches set out to return their 
ballplayers to the frame of mind that allowed them to 
trounce San Marcos on opening night two weeks ago. 
The Conqs hope to put on an impressive show 
tonight for the home fans The opponent is Serra High 
from faraway Gardena. Kickoff at Huyck is 8 p.m. 
Head coach Ed Knowles is optimistic. “ It’s not time 
to panic yet. We re really bouncing back," he said. 
"W e’ve had practices this week similar to the ones 
before the San Marcos game. A lot of enthusiasm, and 
everyone has a good attitude." 
Except the team doctor. In one practice this week, 
eight Conqs were missing due to the flu and a few 
others were working out in spite of it. 
Stalwart two-way tackle Tom Olson played last 
week with the flu (he was named Cabrillo's Player of 
the Game), missed school most of this week, and 
reported back yesterday some 15 pounds lighter and 
several shades whiter.

Walton vs. Jabbar tonight 


DAYTON, Ohio (UPI > — It may turn out to be something less than expected, 
but with basketball fans throughout the country will be watching with interest 
the scene at the University of Dayton Fieldhouse tonight 
Kareem Abdul-Jabbar, the most dominating figure in pro basketball today, 
will meet Bill Walton, for the first time on a basketball court 
" I ’ve met Walton but never played against him," Abdul-Jabbar said "But 
the game’s nothing special, just because he’s in it 
"I try to do my best every time I step on the court and I'll try to do my best 
tonight," he said. 
His best has added up to three Most Valuable Player trophies in five years in 
the league, while there is evidence that Walton is still learning something 
about the pro game — despite a mind-boggling debut. 
Walton’s Portland Trail Blazers opened their exhibition season against the 
Lakers and the big redhead scored 26 points and had 28 rebounds. Almost 
automatically he was granted ascension to the throne. 
But a couple of nights later he had a rough night against John Gianelli of the 
New York Knicks. Gianelli held Walton to just six points and 11 rebounds in 30 
minutes of play, and Walton admitted afterward that he hadn’t "played well." 
Neither Abdul-Jabbar nor Walton is interested in the comparisons made 
between the two. 
"There is only one Kareem," Walton says. "H e’s the best. Comparing us is 
ridiculous.”

Quick trials 


A novel concept of speeding up the 
wheels of justice for minor traffic 
offenses is being tested out in various 
courts 
It 
is 
termed 
“ trial 
by 
declaration" and provides a method 
whereby an offender can have his day in 
court at no expense other than the loss of 
his time 
Under the system traffic violators are 
permitted to appear before a judge 
without the presence of the arresting 
officer or prosecuting attorney and 
without an attorney for himself. 
It’s sort of talking the case over with 
the judge The offender gets to tell his 
side of the story without the inhibitions 
of formal courtroom procedures He can 


even bring his own witnesses but he may 
not subpoena or compel the attendance 
of anyone 
And. having submitted the case to the 
judge, he can still get a conventional 
trial if he is not satisfied with the ruling 
handed down by the court 
It’s like 
having your cake and eating it 
While that may sound like a one sided 
rosy deal for the defendants, it also is a 
good deal for the California Highway 
Patrol and the district attorneys, and for 
the taxpayers too in the long run 
For during the 1973-74 year the CHP 
paid out more than $312 million in 
overtime for its traffic officers. The 
cost, substantial as it is, pales in

Triticale 


There's nine acres of crop planted in 
Santa Ynez Valley that would befuddle 
even a good farmer’s ability to identify. 
The nine acres are planted in triticale. 
If you didn’t look too 
closely, and failed to 
note the soft blue tint 
along the plant stems, 
you’d think you were 
looking at a field of 
wheat. 
Or perhaps, 
rye. It’s neither, but 
both. 
That’s triticale, a hybrid resulting 
from complex crossings of wheat and 
rye, according to Clyde Gauld, the Santa 
Ynez farmer who is growing the crop. 
The plants have long spikes with 
numerous, tightly-packed spikelets The 
grain has a pleasant, nutty flavor. 
Triticale, combining the scientific 
names for wheat (Triticumi and rye 
(Secale) is part of man’s continuing 
effort to improve on nature’s cereal 
grain crops. 
"A lot of work is going on in the effort 
to develop a food grain high in useful 
protein," Gauld stated, 
i ’m one of 
several farmers in the Valley under 
contract to grow a test crop. " 
Thirty years of dairying and farming 
in Santa Ynez Valley have produced for 
Gauld an easy familiarity with crops 
like alfalfa hay, sugar beets, barley and 
garbanzo beans. 
“Four years ago I contracted to grow 
three acres of triticale and, this year, a 
total of nine acres," he commented. 
“That doesn’t make me any expert at 
predicting the future for this hybrid, but 
I have found that it grows well despite 
late 
planting, 
shows 
good 
disease 
resistance and develops good yields." 
According 
to 
Gauld, 
the 
basic 
research and hybridizing of triticale 
varieties has centered in Salinas under

It 
impairs 
their efforts to 
maintain highway safety for it is rare to 
have sufficient replacements to cover 
for the absentee officers 
When the idea was first proposed 
there was considerable opposition by 
those who believed it would breakdown 
courtroom decorum and that dismissals 
would 
become 
routine. 
They 
also 
contended that everyone who lost in the 
initial appearance would immediately 
ask for another trial. 
But the experience in some San Diego 
courts 
which 
have 
adopted 
the 
procedure appears to be typical. During 
the last three months of 1973, 35 per cent 
of the defendants chose the trial by 
declaration method. Of those 72 per cent 
were found guilty. Of the 50 per cent who 
chose the conventional trial only 60 per 
cent were convicted 
And, surprising to many, few who opt 
for the trial by declaration ask for 
another trial after having been found 
guilty. 
As one official put it. “ Although they 
are anything but pleased about having 
been cited, they do appreciate the fact 
they are able to get it off their chest by 
telling it to the judge.” 
Because of the savings in man hours 
out of the courtrooms, the CHP feels it 
is able to concentrate more upon its 
safety work on the highways. In efforts 
to get the method universally adopted 
its representatives are campaigning 
around the state with modest success. 
The reception in one geographical 
area is typical. Of 81 courts called upon, 
48 agreed. 22 took it under consideration 
and 11 turned it down cold.

project will cost $16.8 million, 
40 per cent more than a $12 
million estimate made only 
last March. 
The bid cost is certainly a 
far cry from the information 
supplied 
to 
v o te r s 
in 
N ovem ber, 
1972, 
which 
prompted them to approve the 
$1.5 million sewer bond issue. 
Lompocans will now have to 
cough 
up 
an 
additional 
$700,000 to qualify for the 
combined 87.5 per cent state 
and federal grant monies if 
the state and federal grants 
are extended to cover the 
entire project cost. If not, 
w e’ll all have to dig even 
deeper. Vandenberg Village 


and Mission Hills residents 
will find themselves in the 
same boat as a part of the 
regional 
sewage 
treatment 
project. 


Where will it come from? 
This is the big question facing 
officials today. Certainly one 
primary source will be the 
users and sewer rates, which 
were doubled this summer, 
will no doubt go up again. How 
high, nobody knows. 


We must agree with the 
city’s engineering consultant 
on this project as to the cause 
of this financial predicament 
— bureaucratic delays. It is 
another very perfect example 
of mandated programs always 
exceeding costs due to the 
bureaucratic 
procedures 
involved.

...and into the fire? 


WASHINGTON - (NEAi - Henry 
David Thoreau once said that he would 
run for his life if he saw someone 
approaching him with the intent of doing 
him good This is the way many in the 
nation and the world must begin to feel 
about the advent of Jerry Ford and his 
tedious vows to restore harmony to the 
troubled globe. 
The other day, as 
example, the uneiect- 
ed President told a 
World Energy Confer­ 
ence that his admini­ 
stration would do all it 
could to solve the in­ 
ternational fuel crisis, 
then added what was 
widely read as a hint 
this 
might 
include 
war. 
Naturally 
avoiding 
specifics, 
Ford 
warned oil-producing Arabs to lower the 
price 
of 
their 
expqrts 
because 


“Throughout history, nations have gone 
to war over natural advantages such as 
water or food" or — hint — perhaps oil. 
The comment was straight out of the 
1950s Cold War bluster. Back then they 
called it saber rattling In recent years, 
such talk by great nations has been 
somewhat more subtle. 
Small wonder this caution The Middle 
East is a risky enough area without the 
interjection of additional elements of 
worry. Not that the prospect of Western 
military intervention there is all that 
remote — the Pentagon has contingency 
plans for a war in the Arab oilfields and 
the Arabs have contingency plans to 
destroy the fields in such an event 
but 
up to now. the possibility has at least 
been left unsaid publicly by responsible 
leaders. 
Besides this, there has been an even 
greater reality restraining tough talk 
among 
world 
powers. 
That 
is 
the 
sophistication and magnitude of the 


weapons that would be used if talk 
turned to action and then push to shove 
A Western grab for Arab oil would carry 
with 
it 
the 
heavy 
possibility 
of 
superpower confrontation, again shades 
of the 1950s, and anyone who has lately 
looked at the list of nuclear weapons 
that would thereby be shot, must realize 
this is not time to yak loosely about 
visions of war. 
That nuclear list, to be sure, beggars 
belief 
According 
to 
Washington’s 
Center for Defense Information, the 
United 
States 
own 
7,940 
strategic 
nuclear weapons and the Soviet Union at 
least 2,600 This averages out to about 36 
U.S. nuclear bombs for each Soviet city 
of 100,000 population or more, and 11 
Russian bombs for each American city 
of comparable 
density. 
If 
Western 
armies 
landed 
in 
Saudi 
Arabia 
tomorrow, in other words, a dozen 
nuclear 
bombs 
could, 
at 
least 
statistically land on Amarillo, Tex., 


tomorrow. 
And in case you’ve not been payi 
attention, the bombs these days are ve 
literally byond human comprehension. 


To put it even more bluntly, the 
Center for Defense Information reports 
that a lone U.S. Titan missile can 
deliver five times the force of all bombs 
dropped during World War II. One B-52 
bomber carrying four 24 megaton bombs 
can deliver the explosive power of 7,385 
Hiroshimas And the total U.S. stockpile 
of 
4,807 
megatons 
has 
the 
force 
equivalency of 615,385 Hiroshimas. 


That Jerry Ford is a wonder. In six 
weeks as president he has energetically 
instituted enough harmony to get us all 
thinking again about the end of mankind 
One hesitates to contemplate — one in 
fact runs under the bed when such 
subjects surface — just what decision 
for harmony this infant President will 
announce next.
